Enforcement  of  New  American 
Marine  Law  Will  Create 
Grave  Situation  Here,  Ship- 
ping Men  State 

VESSELS  WILL  PASS 

ON  TO  MAINLAND  PORT 


Ships  of  Three  Big  Fleets  Will 
Be  Diverted  to  Vancouver 
If  Section  Twenty-Eight  Is 
Enforced 


VICTORIA  faces  the  possible 
loss  of  over  one-third  of 
her  deep-sea  shipping;  busi- 
ness if  the  proposed  Section  28 
of  the  United  States  Marine  Act 
is  enforced  on  June  20,  prominent 
shipping  men  stated  yesterday. 

"The  situation  warrunts  the  gravest 
concern,"  stated  Mr.  A.  H.  li'-bb. 
general  agent  here  for  the  Nippon 
Yuscn  Kaisha  Hteamshlp  Company 
and  the  Great  Northern  rtallwa>. 

The  arrival  of  nearly  one  hundred 
vessels  each  yeur  with  freight  and 
passengers  from  the  Orient  will  be 
cancelled,  if  Section  28  Is  enforced, 
It  la  aald,  and  the  ships  will  proceed 
direct  to  Vancouver. 

These  vessels  comprise  the  fleets  of 
the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha.  the  Osaka 
Nhosen  Kaisha.  and  the  Hlue  Kur.nel 
line. 

Hectlon  28  provides  for  a  5  per  cent 
preferential  rate  on  all  cargoes  from 
and  to  foreign  ports  which  are  car- 
ried on  American  railroads  or  in 
American  ships. 

Thus  a  5  per  cent  higher  rate 
would  be  imposed  on  freight  dis- 
charged at  Seattle  by  British  or 
Japanese  ships  for  transhipment  to 
any  point  in  the  United  States  than 
would  be  charged  on  a  cargo  brought 
by  an  American  vessel. 

Vessels  arriving  on  .  the  North 
Pacific  Coast  from  the  Orient  curry 
for  the  most  part  cargoes  which  must 
be  shipped  across  the  oontlnent  to 
Chicago  to  New  York,  or  to  Montreal. 
This  entails  a  long  rati  haul.  Under 
the  discriminatory  Bate*  of  Heetterr  St 
foreign  vessels  could  not  survive  the 
competition  of  American  vessels.

Elevators  Here  and 
Early  Election  Said  to 
Be  Premier's  Surprise 


VICTORIA  will  get  the  promise  of  a  grain  elevator,  and  the  Prov- 
ince the  announcement  of  a  general  election  before  Dominion 
Day.  when  Premier  Oliver  returns  this,  afternoon  or  tomorrow 
morning  from  Ottawa,  if  reports  current  in  the  city  last  night  prove  to  be 
well  authenticated. 

The  programme  arranged  against  the  Premier's  return,  according  to 
this  suggestion,  includes  the  prompt  publication  of  Mr.  Justice  Galliher's 
report  as  Royal  Commissioner  of  the  recent  inquiry  into  the  affairs  of  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway,  followed" by  the  announcement  of  the 
election  date,  the  whole  to  be  sweetened  for  Victoria  consumption  with 
the  news  that  the  Premier  has  prevailed  upon  his  fellow  Liberals  at 
Ottawa  to  insure  Dominion  aid  for  elevators  here. 

While  no  definite  date  for  the  general  election  is  mentioned  in  this 
inspired  forecast  of  coming  events,  the  announcement  that  it  had  been 
fixed  for  a  date  towards  the  end  of  June  would  occasion  no  surprise. 
Premier  Oliver  and  his  colleagues  are  known  to  favor  a  short,  intensive 
campaign. 

"It  will  be  all  over  but  the  shouting  before  Dominion  Day."  was  the 
way  it  was  put  by  a  local  politician  known  lo  be  in  the  inner  circles  of 
Victoria  Liberalism.

MAY  OFFER  NEW 
RAILWAY  POLICY 


Premier  Oliver's  Visit  to  Ottawa,  Known  to  Have  Reference  to 
Election  Necessities.  Acquires  Significance  in   Light  of  Reported 
Utterances   in    Edmonton — Pacific    Great    Eastern    Expected  to 
Emerge  as  Issue  in  Coming  Campaign 


ANEW  railway  policy  for  British 
Columbia,  as  the  principal  plank 
In  the  Oliver  Government's  platform 
at  the  coming  general  election,  en- 
tered the  region  of  political  proba- 
bility yesterday,  as  the  result  of  ad- 
vices received  by  Cabinet  Ministers 
here  of  the  recent  movements  and 
utterances  of  Premier  Oliver,  now  en 
route  to.  VlctOjis> Xrom  Ottawa,  where 
for  a  week  he  was  in  conference  with 
members  of  the  Dominion  Cabinet. 

Interviewed  at  Edmonton  yester- 
day, Premier  Oliver  was  reported  to 
have  said,  speaking  of  the  future  of 
the  Edmonton.  Dunvegan  &  Hrltlah 
Columbia  Hallway,  and  of  railway  de- 
velopment of  the  Peace  Klver  country, 
that.  In  his  opinion,  "whatever  system 
makes  the  connection  with  the  Pacific 
Croat  Eastern  will  control  the  whole 
situation  " 

Eor  Campaign  Purposes 
Further  significance  is  given  to  this 
report  by  the  fact  that  Premier  Her- 
bert Greenfield,   of  Alberta,  traveled 
east  from     Edmonton     this  week  to 
meet   Premier  Oliver  en   route.  The 
two  Premiers  traveled  west  for  nearly 
a  day.  Their  conferecne.  it  was  hinted 
here    yesterday,  would    probably  in 
dude  a   discussion     of     the  railway 
situation  generally,  as  well  as  of  that 
phase  of  it  limited  by  the  long  aplta 
tinn  of  the  Western  provinces  for  bet- 
ter freight  rates. 

As  stijrjrested  several  times  recently 
In  The  Colonist,  tho  probable  purpose 
of  Premier  Oliver  s  visit  to  Ottawa  at 
this  time  was  his  deslro  to  bring  back 
a  railway  policy  so  attractive  In  Pro- 
vincial eyes  as  to  lessen  the  risks, 
from  the  administration  point  of  view, 
of  bringing  on  the  election  this  Sum- 
mer.

He 
remained  on  the  Job  till  1914.  when 
he  was  made  northern  superintendent.

'  r>rc[>Arntions  arc  in  the  making  for  a 
rei.t  May  Day  celebration.  The  city 
la  decorated  in  true  revolutionary 
fashion,  wltb  red  bunting  and  flags 
flaming  pictorial  placards.  Illuminated 
transparencies  and  lithographs  of 
Lenlne  and  Karl  Marx  everywhere. 
Platforms  have  been  erected  In  the 
important  centres,  where  Soviet 
orators  will  address  the  crowds. 

The  keynote  of  the  celebration  was 
sounded  by  Trotsky  In  a  two-hour 
.speech  before  an  audience  of  5.000  In 
the  Oram!  Theatre  Monday  night 
When  he  said:  "The  principal  pur- 
pose of  May  Day  should  be  an  unre- 
mitting struggle  against  militarism, 
but  the  question  of  safeguarding  the 
Soviet  Jtepubllc  is  the  vita!  one  of  the 
hour.  We  must  therefore  regard  this 
day  as  the  greatest  holiday  for  our 
army  and  navy." 

Vigorous  Tirade 
He  launched  Into  a  vigorous  tirade 
igulnst  France.  Poland.  Japan  and 
(ireat  Britain  for  their  attitude  toward 
the  Soviet  government.  Among  the 
principal  passages  in  Trotsky**  speech 
were; 

"The  legend  circulated  abroad  that 
wo  are  mobilizing  our  army  against 
Poland  is  untrue.  -  We  want  to  change 
(he  map  of  Europe,  but  this  can  only 
he  achieved  by  the  victor  lou*  match 
of  the  proletariat.  We  shall  not  throw 
ourselves  into  an  armed  Btrugglc  when 
the  time  is  inopportune. 

"We  are  going  to  help  the  eastern 
people  shake  off  the  yoke  of  foreign 
domination.  We  shall  never  pay  the 
Czars  debts  to  France.  We  Ire 
Handing  firmly  on  our  feet.  The 
French  know  they  will  never  over- 
throw us. 

"Certain  Japanese  government  cir- 
cle* favor  the  idea  of  plunging  Japan 

rehabilitate  the  losses  suffered  from 
the  earthquake  and  the  moral  defeat 
suffered  at  the  hands  of  the  United 
States  in  the  passage  of  the  bill 
against  Japanese  Immigration. 

"Japan,  In  my  opinion.  Is  on  the  eve 
of  a  revolution  similar  to  that  in 
Russia  In  1901" 

He  criticized  the  l^abor  government 
of  Great  Britain  "for  suppressing  the 
struggle  for  freedom  In  Afghanistan," 
and  for  increasing  Its  military  budget.

"If  the  l.alxir  Government  has  the 
courage  and  valor  which  are  de- 
manded of  working- class  leaders."  he 
said,  "It  would  seize  the  opportunity 
!o  conclude  a  treaty  with  Soviet 
Russia  because  such  a  treaty  would 
resuit  In  remapping  Kurope.  The 
combination  of  Russian  wealth  and 
resources  with  British  technique 
v/ould  be  the  great  power  in  Kuropean 
affairs.  We  would  then  be  able  to 
dictate  to  Europe. 

"But  there  la  so  much  government 
In  Kngland.  that  wo  must  be  prepared 
to  accept  any  agreement  which  wo 
.•-.hall  carry  out,  hoping  later  that  It 
will  result  In  grenter  mutual  advan- 
tages."

of  snclent  feuds  and  vltsl  with  high 


Naturally  there  Is  adverse  criti- 
cism of  some  of  the  features  of  trio 
plan,  but  the  Labor  Chancellor,  nev- 
erthelets,  has  every  reason  to  be  grat- 
ified at  the  reception  of  his  first 
budget,  which.  It  Is  widely  admitted, 
la  so  favorable  to  all  interests  that  if 
the  Government  called  an  election 
now  it  probably  would  bo  returned 
in  possession  of  real  power  instead  of 
merely  holding  office  through  tho 
sufferance  of  the  other  parties. 

There  is,  however,  no  suggestion 
that  the  Government  contemplates 
such  a  step,  which  seems  ull  tho  less 
called  for,  as  the  budget  has  won  tho 
good  opinion  of  tho  Liberals.  on 
whose  favor  the  administration 
mainly  depends  for  Its  continuance 
In  office. 

The  Conservatives  do  not  conceal 
their  surprise  j»t  the  Chancellors 
moderation.  They  had  feared  in- 
creases in  the  death  duties  and  the 
super-tax.  and  their  relief  :hat 
neither  wal  changed  was  accompan- 
ied by  satisfaction  nt  the  ahofltlon 
of  the  corporation  profits  tax,  but 
they  regard. these  favors  as  Intended 
for  propaganda  purposes,  to  disarm 
any  suspicions  of  the  antl-Soclallst 
part  of  the  community. 

The  financial  commentators  say 
the  fact  that  the  Chancellor's  pro- 
posal left  the  sinking  fund  unchanged 
and  provided  for  no  Increase  in  tax- 
ation, will  have  a  favorable  effect  in 
the  city  and  is  likely  to  lead  to  im- 
provement in  the  best  classes  of  se- 
curities. 

There  are.  however,  such  criti- 
cisms as  the  following  from  The 
Times: 

'|The  chief  fault  with  the  budget 
from  a  purely  financial  viewpoint  is 
its  excessive  optimism.  It  was  upon 
the  assumption  that  his  est'lmat.>  of 
£828.100.000  revenue  is  correct  that 
he  made  unexpected  liberal  reduc- 
tion In  certain  kinds  of  taxation,  but 
should  the  estimates  be  unrealised,  It 
is  hard  to  see  how  he  can  avoid  a 
raid  upon  the  sinking  fund." 

Some  of  the  critics  are  severe  upon 
the  repeal  of  the  McKenna  duties 
and  the  Government's  attitude  to- 
ward Imperial  preference.  Thesv  will 
be  apecial  subjects  of  attack  In  the 
budget  debate  by  the  Conservatives, 
and  some  confidence  is  expressed 
that  a  compromise  regarding  the  Mc- 
Kenna tariff  may  be  arranged  before 
the  budget  is  finally  passed. 

The  Liberals,  a*  champions  of  free 
trade,  naturally  favor  the  abolition 
of  the  war  duties,  but  when  ihe  Lib- 
eral Daily  News  thinks  the  three 
months"  grace  given  the  motor  and 
other  trades  affected  Is  far  too  short 
to  enable  these  industries  to  make 
the  necessary  adjustments  to  meet 
the  changed  conditions,  nnd  It  advo- 
cate,, gradual  extinction  of  the  duties 
in  three  successive  instalments. 

But  all  these  questions  of  finance 
and  protective  tariffs  ure  swamped, 
as  regards  the  masses  of  the  people. 
In  the  gratification  at  the  cheapening 
o*  food  and  drinks,  especially  th«  big 
reduction  of  the  tea  duty.  The  cheap- 
ening of  tea.  together  with  the  reduc- 
tions on  necessaries  in  other  direc- 
tions, will  gain  hearty  approval  for 
the  (Sovernment  from  thousands  of 
workmen.  The  reduction  in  the  tea 
duty  will  also  be  welcomed  by  the 
wholesale  and  retail  dealers. 

Among  the  minor  points  in  Mr. 
Rnowden's  speech  was  an  announce- 
ment that  the  consumption  of  spirit* 
had  not  continued  to  decline  as  pre- 
viously, but  Instead  had  slightly  in- 
creased of  late.  The  Chancellor,  who 
Is  a  teetotaller,  raised  a  laugh  by 
artlessly  explaining  that  this  was 
probably  due  to  the  long,  cold  Win- 
ter and  the  prevalence  of  influonxa. 
Dealing  with  the  estimates  for 
fighting  services,  he  remarked  that, 
notwithstanding  the  expansion  of  the 
air  force,  the  estimates  w*>'f  nearly 
£7.000.000  less  than  those  of  the  pre- 
vious year.

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A  letter,  remarkable  for  its  "plain 
•■peaking,'  appear*  in  a  recent  issue 
of  The  London  Times  on  the  aims 
of  political  parties  generally  and  on 
the    fallacy    of    "the    new  world," 
which  it  was  hoped  would  be  cre- 
ated as  a  result  of  the  Great  War. 
It  is  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  P.  K.  Rob- 
ert*.    In  what  he  says  there   is  a 
lesson  for  all  politicians,  as  we'll  as 
for  the  public*  of  different  countries. 
The  letter  is  obviously  inspired  by 
the  allusions  made  by  speakers  at  the 
conference  of  the  League  of  Nations 
I'nion  on  unemployment  to  some  of 
the  "unpleasant"  realities  in  the  field 
o|  economic*.    After    the    war,  Mr. 
Roberts  maintains  the  only  possible 
way  of  salvation  lay  in  everyone  put- 
ting    up     with     less  emolument 
(whether    earned    or    unearned),  in 
harder  work,  in  being  content  with 
lewer  of  the  amenities  of  life,  until, 
after  twenty  or  thirty  years,  some- 
thing like  the  old    prosperity  was 
.gain  established.    This  was  the  one 
act  that  no  one  would  face.    An  it- 
tempt  was  niade  to  face  it  by  the 
lionar   Law   Government,     but  that 
administration  was  attacked  from  all 
sides  because  it  did  not  pretend  to 
have  a  specific   for  a   new  heaven 
ind  a  new  earth. 

Mr.  Roberts    point*    out  that  the 
determination  of  the  people,  and  of 
the  politician*  as  well,  was 
loss  and  damage  of  the  war 
be  charmed  away  by  adroit  legisla- 
tion, by  State  interference,  or,  in  the 
last  resort,  by  the  simple  expedient 
of  denying  that  two  and  two  make 
four.    The  political  creeds  of  mos 
parties,     he     says,  "are  a  gorgeous 
medley  of  mutual  incompatibilities." 
Kvcr  since   1914  the   British  people 
have  been  conducted  by  their  politi- 
cal leaders  down  an  endless  vista  o 
fool's  paradises.    This  is  the  explana*v 
tion.  Mr.  Roberts  claims,  why  hard 
ly  any  party  makes  the  least  attempt 
when  in  office,  to  fulfil  the  promises 
of  which  it  has  been     so  lavishly 
prodigal    when    in    opposition.  jMr 
Roberts  points  a  moral  from  the  cx 
ample  of  Mr.   Winston  Churchill,  in 
saying  that  one  result  of  the  pleasing 
confusion  of  aims  is  that  men  may 
approach     the     citadel  of  office  by 
diametrically    opposite    routes.  Mr 
Churchill  is  now  the  great  opponent 
of  Socialism.    As  a  member  of  the 
Coalition  Government,  he  was  jointly 
responsible     for  that  mass  of  "un- 
economic  legislation"   which  surren- 
dered the  whole  basis  of  individual- 
ism.   He    never    made  any  kind  of 
protest    against    confiscatory  death 
duties,  the  excess  profits  tax,  and  the 
Kent  Restriction  Act. 

Mr.  Roberts  quotes  another  ex- 
ample of  the  medley  of  ideas  that 
prevails.  Mr.  Asquith.  he  says,  has 
just  been  pointing  out  that  Mr 
Wheatley  *  Rent  Bill  "has  for  the 
first  time  introduced  what  he  con- 
sidered as  an  iniquitous  and  insidi- 
ous principle."  The  principle  to 
which  he  alludes  is  that  of  directly 
attacking  one  class  of  investors.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Roberts,  the  differ- 
ence between  Mr.  Wheatlcy's  Act 
and  the  Rent  Restriction  Act  is  only 
„  one  of  degree  and  the  former  is.  in 
one  sense,  only  the  logical  outcome 
of  the  latter.  "The  condemnation  of 
the  Coalition,"  says  Mr.  Roberts,  "i» 
the  greater,  for  they  sinned  against 
the  light.  The  light  of  the  Labor 
Party  in  this  matter  has  always  been, 
economically  speaking,  the  frankest 
and  moat  impenetrable  darkness." 
In  such  matter*,  it  appear*,  none  of 
the  politician*  would  listen  to  the 
orthodox  economists  because  modern 
conception  has  it  that  they  arc  back 
numbers.  These  orthodox  men  are 
not  concerned  with  the  "pretentious 
insincerity  which  catches  votes  but 
ruins  nations." 

What  Mr.  Roberts  wants  to  show, 
as  far  as  Britain  is  concerned,  is  that 
the  pious  resolution  to  avoid  the  un- 
pleasant has  led  to  a  maze  of  con- 
tradiction. "Statesmen,"  he  says, 
"cannot  stir  a  step  to  realize  one 
promise  without  entangling  them- 
•^selves  in  the  wreckage  of  another.  It 
is  admitted  that  a  lowering  of  tax- 
ation is  absolutely  essential,  and  yet 
any  economy  that  involves  some 
sacrifice  of  social  service — and  all 
economies  must  do  that — is  de- 
nounced as  soulless.  The  great  en- 
gine of  prestation  mast  be  kept  at 
full  power,  and  capitalists  are  urged 
by  politicians  to  supply  it  with  the 
funds  of  which  the  excess  piofits  tax 
has  deprived  them.  ^  Those  who  have 
money  to  invest  are  driven  to  gilt 
rilgrd    securities   rather   than  indus-

MUTAINS  BUDGET 


There  is  this  to  be  said  in  praise 
of  Britain's  first  Labor   Budget  and 
that  is  it  reduces  taxation  to  the  ex- 
tent of    £34,000,000  for  the  present 
year.    This  saving  is  effected,  in  part, 
by  the  proposed  abolition  of  the  Mr 
Kcnna   duties   on   imports.    Iiy  this 
move  the  tariff  of  33  1-3  per  cent  on 
foreign    films,    motor    cars,  motor 
cycles,  clocks,  watches  and  musical 
instruments  will  disappear  and  these 
commodities  may   be  imported  duly 
free  and  therefore  come  into  direct 
competition   with   the   British  manu- 
factures.     The     Budget  proposals, 
therefore,  are    regarded    as   a  "heavy 
blow  to  the  British  motor  industry, 
which,  under  the  system  of  protection 
that  has  been  maintained  for  some 
years,  was  growing  very  satisfactor- 
ily.   The   Chancellor  of   the  Exche- 
quer, by  what   he  proposes,  shows 
conclusively  that  official  l^abor  is  op- 
posed to  Protection  and  in  what  he 
is  ooing  he  is  pjaDfitf  the  ri-.k  of 
aggravating  the  unemployment  situat- 
tftnv         ■  i 
Apart  from  the  reduction  of  the 
duties  mentioned  the   Budget  might 
well    have    been    prepared    by  the 
Liberals.    The     corporation  profits 
tax  in  being  abolished.    There  are  to 
that  the  1  1,c  reductions  in  the  duties  on  sugar, 
could     ,ca'  rocoa'  coffee,  chicory  and  dried 
fruits.    The     Labor     Party  should 
have  no  difficulty  in  carrying  these 
reductions   throught   the  House  of 
Commons,  but  there  will  be  a  stiff 
fight  over  the  proposal  to  abolish  the 
McKenna    tariffs.

APPRENTICESHIP  SYSTEM 


The  committee  which  inquired  into 
Britain's  housing  problem  at  the  re 
quest     of     the     Government  has 
recommended  that  Parliament  should 
sanction  the  expenditure  for  a  build 
ing   programme   extending  over  fif 
teen  years,  and  with  a  total  maximum 
number  of    2.500,000    new  working 
class  houses.

Many  voters  throughout 
the  ages  doubtless  have  sinned  in 
casting  their  votes:  but  the  fact  that 
they  discharged  their  duties  accord- 
ing the  the  light  vouchsafed  them  at 
the  time  should  absolve  them  of  all 
moral  responsibility.

Surveying  the  political  field  at  the 
present  time,  wc  feel  that  we  also 
are  going  to  have  some  difficulty  in 
casting  our  votes.  There  is  going 
to  be  a  multitude  of  candidates  in  the 
field  seeking  the  suffrages  of  the  peo- 
ple. None  of  them  is  likely  to  be  as 
independent  in  his  attitude  as  Corio- 
lanus,  who  went  iort.i  into  public 
i,;aces  and  told  the  democracy  of  his 
day  what  he  thought  of  it.  Kvcry 
one  of  those  candidates  will  appeal 
to  an  intelligent  and  incorruptible 
electorate.

Our  correspondent  says  he  finds 
that  personal  Antipathies  are  likely  to 
nfluence  him  in  casting  his  vote. 
We  would  advise  him  not  to  permit 
anything  of  that  kind  to  divert  his 
judgment.  We  are  going  to  vote  for 
men  who  seem  most  likely  to  gi\e  us 
honest,  economical,  stable  and  pro* 
gressivc  government.  We  are  not 
going  to  permit  anything  of  a  per- 
sonal nature  to  divert  us  from  that 
purpose,  which  wc  belie\c  to  be  a 
patriotic  duty.  The  condition  of  af- 
fairs in  places  where  there  is  not 
stable  government  should  be  a  lesson 
to  all  voter-. 


Other  parts  of  Canada  have  been 
experimenting  with  governments. 
They  have  been  trying  something 
new,  something  entirely  different 
from  anything  in  the  way  of  govern- 
ments that  has  gone  before,  and 
their  experience  has  been  very  costly 
indeed.  We  must  put  men  in  charge 
of  our  public  affairs  who  know 
something  about  the  way  in  which 
public  affairs  should  be  conducted. 
Wc  cannot  afford  to  try  experiments 
in  state  affairs  of  vital  importance. 
The  average  public  man  is  not  nearly 
as  black  as  he  is  sometimes  painted 
by  his  opponents  or  by  the  critic  on 
the  streets.  lie  is  just  an  average 
man  so  far  as  honesty  and  integrity 
are  concerned.  We  are  going  to 
keep  these  facts  in  mind  when  polling 
day  comes,  and  vote  as  judgment  di- 
rects us.

Fool  and  Month 

Sir.— The  United  States  De part  m«n t 
of  Agriculture  appointed  a  committee 
to  Investigate  diseases  of  cattle,  and 
the  report  of  thia  commute*  la  re- 
garded as  the  most  authentic  informa- 
tion on  thA  various  disease*  which  has 
so  far  been  published.  The  revised  edi- 
tion of  their  report  Issued  1921,  de- 
scribing foot  and  mouth  disease,  aays 
aa  follows: 

"The  tremendous  ravage*  of  the 
disease  sre  seen  in  the  number  and 
variety  of  the  specie*  attacked.  While 
It  may  be  regarded  as  essentially  a 
disease  of,  cattle,  hogs  would  seem 
to  be  as  easy  a  prey.  Almost  In  the 
same  grade  of  receptivity  are  sheep 
and  eoats.  Next  In  -order  of  suscep- 
tibility come  the  buffalo.  American 
bison,  camel,  chamois.  Mama,  giraffe, 
and  antelope.  Horses,  dogs,  cats  and 
even  poultry  may  occasionally  be- 
come infected  with  the  dlsaase.  the 
last  three  being  particularly  danger- 
ous as  carriers.  Man  himself  la  not 
Immune  and  th*  frequency  of  hi*  In- 
fe.tion  by  coming  in  contact  with 
diseased  animals  Is  established  by 
numerous  observation*. 

"A  wide  distribution  of  the  virus  and 
a  rapid  Infection  of  a  herd  la  the  <  » 
rult.  Animals  may  be  Infected  di- 
rectly as  by  licking,  and  in 
hy  sucking.,  or  Indirectly  by 
thing*  as  Infected  manure,  hay. 
utensil*  drinking  troughs  railway 
cars,  animal  markets,  barnyards  and 
pastures.  Human  beinga  may  carry 
virus  on  their  shoes  and  clothing  and 


transmit  It  on  their  hands  when 
milking,  it  may  also  be  carried  by 
dogs,  cats,  rata,  chickens, (  pigeons, 
etc.  Milk  in  a  rsw  state,  may  also 
transmit  the  disease  to  animal*  fed 
with  It." 

Foot  and  mouth  disease  has  ap- 
peared in  the  U.S.  on  seven  dif- 
ferent occasions.  1870,  lggO,  Hg4. 
1  902.  1908.  1914  and  1924.  The  first 
attacks  were  not  serious  and  were 
quickly  stamped  out.  In  1902  3.872 
cattle.  360  hogs.  220  sheep  and  goals 
were  slaughtered.  It  cost  $300,000  to 
stamp  out  the  pest.  In  1908.  It  cost 
nearly  $500,000  to  stamp  out;  3.636 
animal*  were  slaughtered.  In  1914, 
the  pest  spread  Into  twenty-two 
states.  1 7J.7JO  animals  (  76.575  cattle. 
86.492  swine.  9. Ml  sheep.  133  goats 
and  nine  deer  In  3.482  herds),  valued 
at  $5,800,000.  were  slaughtered.  It 
cost  the  Federal  Oovemment  $4,540,- 
000  to  stamp  out.  In  the  present  at- 
tack, up  to  and  Including  Saturday. 
April  26.  68.744  animals  have  been 
slaughtered,  according  to  official  re- 
port. 

The  spread  of  this    disease  Into 
British  Columbia  would  be  a  serious 
menace  to  dairying,    beef  ranching, 
and     sheep     raising.     These  are  the 
backbone  of  the  agricultural  Indus- 
try in  this  Provlnc*.    Can  we  afford 
to  take  any  chance*  t.y  admitting  any 
animal   until  the  dlsesse  Is  stamped 
out  in  California'     The  farmers  feel 
very    strongly     on  the  matter.  Are 
their  Interests    to     be    sacrificed  to 
allow  race  horses  to  be  brought  Into 
this  country  for  a  brief    period  of 
amusement?     It  la  undoubtedly  true 
that  the  horsea  are  seldom  affected, 
but    from   th*     authorities  quoted, 
there  la  a  certain  amount  of  danger 
not  opAy  from  the  horses,  but  from 
fodder,  box  car*,  and  similar  carriers, 
and  until  the  danger  Is  past,  common 
sense  advises  to  shun  the  danger.

"The  provincial  ministers  appar-

that  both  Dr.  Tolmle  and  I  are  trying 
to  override  provincial  experts,  as  well 
an  public  opinion,  and  thnt  Dr.  Tolmle 
has  shown  undue  interest  In  thene 
negotiationa  In  my  behalf.  I  may  say 
for  my  part  that  I  approached  Dr. 
Tolmle  merely  aa  one  of  his  constitu- 
ents, and  Dr.  Tolmle,  In  presenting 
my  views  to  the  Federal  authorities, 
did  no  more  than  might  he  expected 
of  a  man  holding  his  position.  So  far 
as  Dr.  Tolmle  and  I  are  concerned, 
there    has    been    no    politic*    in  this 


matter  whatexer.  I  am  convinced 
that  if  the  dairymen  or  anyone  who 

might  hold  different  views  on  the 
subject  from  mine  had  made  repre- 
sentations to  Dr.  Tolmle  be  would 
have  shown  Ju*l  aa  much  Interest. 

Avoided  Politic* 

"When  •  I  conferred  with  Mr.  Har- 
row regarding  thin  <|iiention  I  wan  ex- 
tremely car«fu|  to  point  out  thtt  we 
had  no  desire  to  make  It  a  political 
issue  I  asked  that  the  question  be 
considered  on  ltn  merits  ulone.  I 
poinied  out  i  hat  my  associates  were 
all  wealthy  men  and  that  even  If  we 
were  forced  to  carrrel  the  race  meet 
altogether  no  serious  handicap  would 
be  entailed;  but  1  emphasized  that 
horsemen  would  be  deprived  of  their 
legitimate  livelihood  if  such  a  thing 
happened,  and  that,  unless  il  could 
be  shown  beyond  u  doubt  that  the 
Importation  of  horne.s  from  Tijuana 
would  really  endanger  the  cattle  in- 
duntry,  our  plans  should  nut  be  In- 
terfered with. 

"I  wan  told  quite  clearly  by  Mr. 
Harrow  that  the  veterinary  nurgeonn 
who  had  reported  on  the  matter  had 
said  there  waa  little  danger  of  Intro- 
ducing the  foot  and  mouth  disease 
if  the  horses  were  brought  In. 

"In   spite    of   our   efforts   to    keep  | 


this  out  of  politics,  it  must  be  per- 
fectly ohvinu*  to  anyone  that  Mr 
Harrow.  In  making  bis  declaration  at 

Clnlllwa.k   that   he   would   •  vi  e<  tho 

entry  »f  the  horses,  waa  trying  to 
make  pnlltlc.il  capital  In  hln  own  rid- 
ing, which  in  a  dairying  constituency 
and  close  to  the  Inl  ernat  lona  I  boun- 
dary. When  I  talked  with  Mr.  Bar- 
row I  acted  In  perfectly  good  faith 
and  had  no  hesitation  In  telling  him 
what  I  had  done  to  facilitate  the 
entry  of  the  homes.  Now  1  charge 
Mr.  Harrow  and  Dr  Ma.  Kean  with 
deliberately  turning  this  Information 
around  to  suit  their  own  political 
purposes.  f 

"(in  Mr.  Barrow's  own  say-so.  as 
reported  in  The  Times  of  April  JS. 
there  would  be  little  danger  of  the 
disease  spreading  an  a  result  of 
bringing  in  the  horses.  Tijuana  is 
not  within  150  miles  of  a  fool  stiff 
mouth  disease  outbreak  and  It  has 
1/ecn  proven  by  experts  that  horses 
■  lo  not  carry  the  germs  to  anything 
like  the  extent  that  some  other 
animals  do. 

"As  to  Dr.  Tolmle's  knowledge,  of 
livestock  and  health  of  anlmala,  I 
think  all  of  us  will  agree  that  he  is 
probably  us  well  posted  as  any  man 
on  the  continent,  and  that  j»ny  criti- 
cism of  Dr.  Tolmle  on  those  lines 
will  only  be  ridiculed  by  thinking 
people,  particularly  when  It  4s  realised 
ho  personally  owns  a  very  valuable 
dairy  herd  himself. 

"So  far  as  I  am  concerned.  1  would 
not  have  entered  Into 'any  contro- 
versy on  this  matter  were  It  not  that 
Dr.  Tolmle's  name  has  been  Intro- 
duced In  a  party  political  way.  I 
have  simply  shown  that  there.  In  not, 
and  cannot  be,  any  politics  in  the 
question,  and  If  the  •  controversy 
Khould  continue  I  propose  to  have 
nothing  further  to  say."

The  Oak  Ray  Council  has  derided 
that  It  cannot  enter  Into  the  Me- 
morial Avenuo  Scheme,  as  suggested 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
Victoria  City  Council,  as  the  applica- 
tion from  these  bodies  for  the/ $500 
contribution  which  they  sought  from 
Oak  Hay  for  this  purpose  was  re- 
ceived much  too  lata*,  the  district 
having/ set  Its  estimate  for  the  year 
and  affixed  the  tax  rate.  The  general 
feeling  of  the  councillors  was  that 
If  Oak  Ray  was  ever  going  to  take 
part  In  any  way  with  a  memorial  to 
ahose  who  fell  in  the  Great  War.  It 
would  construct  It  In  the  municipality, 
and  that  It  would  take  the  form,  of  a 
structure,  rather  thun  an  avenue  of 
trees. 

Reeve  Hewlett,  the  Oak  Ray  dele- 
gate to  the  conference  of  the  four 
municipalities  In  respect  to  greater 
co-operation  between  these  districts, 
stated  that  the  city  clearly  under- 
stood that  the  three  outside  munici- 
palities wore  opposed  to  any  amalga- 
mation with  Victoria,  but  that  they* 
would  bo  willing  to  co-operate  in  all 
matters  of  mutual  and  Joint  interest. 

It  was  thought  likely  that  some 
definite  action  would  be  taken  In  re- 
spect to  the  appointment  of  a  rate- 
payer in  Oak  Ray  to  occupy  the 
vacant  poet  on  the  Municipal  Council 
until  the  end  of  the  year.  The  mat- 
ter, however,  was  not  considered. 

The  Council's  health  'committee 
submitted  a  report,  which  will  be 
laid  before  tho  next  conference  of 
representatives  from  Victoria  and 
the  three  other  municipalities.  Th<» 
chief  recommendation  was  that  Uak 
Ray  would  be  willing  to  pay  in  future

— Speaking  of  Ty  Cobb's  competitive  spirit,  here  Is  the  story 
of  an  Incident  I  witnessed  some  ten  or  a  doaen  years  ggo  and  which  I  have 
never  aeen  In  print:  I 

Detroit  was  playing  in  Boston  and  the  vialtofT  bench  adjoined  the 
bleacher  section,  permitting  rare  opportunity  for  the  fans  to  rasa  opposing 
players.  The  score  was  close,  with  Boston  slightly  In  the  lead,  and  Ty  was 
getting  an  earful  between  innings,  due  to  hi*  Inability  to  get  going.  Most 
of  the  stuff  handed  him  was  unprintable  and  a  mighty  effort  was  being 
made  to  get  hi*  goat.  About  the  fifth  Inning,  as  I  recall  It,  Ty  came  up 
at  the  head  of  the  batting  order  and  was  immediately  assailed  by  a  verbal 
barrage  of  unusual  venom.  My  seat  was  in  a  box  right  back  of  the  bench 
and  1  could  clearly  see  the  glint  that  came  Into  Cobb's  eyes  as  he  picked 
Up  his  bat.  turned  and  thumbed  his  nose  toward  the  Meaehers  and  declared 
In  vlfrlotlc  terms  that  he  ww*  going  to  show  up  the  entire  Boston  team 
(adjectives  deleted).  He  kept  up  a  running  fire  of  taunts  and  Jibes  while 
waiting  for  i  good  one  to  come  over,  .and  then  whanged  out  a  stinging 
single  to  right.  But  Instead  of  slowing  down  at  first,  he  doffed  his  cap 
to  the  bleachers,  and.  to  the  amazement  of  everyone,  kept  right  on  for 
aecond.  Of  course,  the  right  fielder  was  stupefied,  hesitated,  and  then 
hurried  his  throw,  the  ball  going,  to  the  grandstand,  where  the  catcher  re- 
trieved It  and  promptly  threw  It  to  deep  left  field.  Cobb  never  once 
hesitated,  but  rounded  third  for  home  at  top  speed,  and  as  the  catcher 
took  the  thr  .w  for  a  put  out  at  the  plate  Ty  pulled  one  of  his  famous 
slides,  upsetting  the  catcher  an.l  sending  the  ball  out  of  hla  hands.  He 
got  up.  dusted  himself  s-renely  and  bowed  low  to  the  bleachers,  exclaiming: 
"I  told  you  I  would  show  up  your  rotten  team."  or  Words  to  that  effect 
His  audacity  so  upaet  the  team  that  l>etrolt  forged  ahead  and  won  hanrtti 

To  my  mind  that  was  the  greatest  display  of  competitive  spirit  I  ever 
witnessed  LOUIS  KIHBE.

torate. These  will  act  until  the  next 
convention  la  held,  when  perma- 
nent officers  will  be  elected  May 
31  and  June  1  were  the  dates  decided 
upon  for  calling  the  provincial  con- 
vention nnd  Vancouver  will  again  be 
the  place  of  meeting. 

A  local  nominating  convention  for 
placing  candldatea  In  the  field  for  a 
provincial  election  will  be  held  on 
Saturday.  June  14.'  The  Victoria 
branch  will  be  organized  on  May  1$. 
the  selection  o*  candidates  to  contest 
the  Victoria  aeats  being  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  local  body.

Minister  of  Kdu- 
catlonvand  Provincial  Secretary,  dur- 
ing the  course  of  an  address  delivered 
last  night  before  the  ottk  Bay  Liberal 
Association.  at  an  organisation 
gathering  of  that  body.

Keferrlng  to  Imperial  preference,  he 
said  that  two  and  a  he.lf  million  citi- 
zen* were  bearing  'lie  whole  Income 
tax  burden  of  £330.000,000  yearly.  It 
wan  from  the  savings  of  thehe  very 
people  that  the  industries  of  the 
country  were  maintained.  #

At  the  outset  ef  his  address.  Hun 
Or  MacLean  referred  to  the  entry  of 
the  Third  I'arty  into  British  Columbia 
politics.  He  stated  that  'as  a  people, 
we  should  not  have  any  objection  to 
the  appearance  of  the  Provincial 
I'arty  providing  that  tb,e  party  Is 
advocating  some  policy  that  will  ad- 
vance the  Interest*  of  the  Province 
anil  Its  people.  Unless  that  party  has 
such  a  itollcy.  it  has  no  Justification 
for  Its  excHtence. 

Hon.  Dr.  Maclean  said  that  the 
Third  Party  had  no  political  past,  al- 
though, he  asked.  "d.»  you  think  for 
one  moment  that  any  party  has  a 
monopoly  on  virtue*,  and  do  you  be- 
lieve that  by  changing  the  name  of  a 
party  that  the  result  will  make  the 
partv  any  better?" 

When  the  Provincial  Party  first  ap- 
pealed for  support,  one  of  ita  salient 
featurea  wa,a  Its  condemnation  of  the 
low  plane  which  it  stated  politics  had 
reached  In  this  Province.  The  loaders 
of  that  party  criticized  the  mudallng- 
lng  that  some  of  the  people's  repre- 
sentatives had  indulged  In,  continued 
the  speaker,  who  opined  that  there 
was  nothing  to  be  gained  at  any  time 
by  the  employment  of  mudnlinging 
tactics.  But  when  the  Third  Party 
mado  its  claim  about  the  state  of 
politics  here,  and  the  predominance 
of  mudslinging.  surely  one  would  think 
that  it  would  religiously  try  to  Im- 
prove the  moral  tone  of  public  life 
In  the  Province.  But  what  do  we 
find,  he  queried. 

The  speaker  stated1  that  there  was 
not  one  scintilla  of  truth  In  the  cry 
made  by  the  opponents  of  the  Gov- 
ernment that  high  taxation  was  driv- 
ing capital  and  business  out  of  the 
country.  He  read  figures  compiled  by 
the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion, which  Indicated  that  there  were 
1.700  manufacturing  plants  In'B.C.  In 
lilt,  while  in  1922  there  were  2.57.%. 
an  Increase  of  over  500  plants  In  four 
years.  This  Increase  showed  that 
8.000  sddltlonal  persons  were  employ- 
ed in  the  plants,  and  the  annual  pay- 
roll in  plants  for  1922  was  $1.1.000.000 
greater  than  in  1,91(1.

Local  cargo 
would  be  transhipped  to  Victoria 
from  Vancouver,  it  Is  believed,  after 
the  fashion  of  the  Canadian  PacIAc 
liners  before  the  advent  of  the  Ad- 
miral Oriental  Line  In  the  transp  iclfio 
trade. 

It  is  possible  but  not  probable, 
steamship  company  officials  state 
that  the  affected  vessels  will  »ouch 
here  to  discharge  raail  and  to  enable 
passengers  to  disembark.  Few  pas- 
sengers arrive  on  transpacific  liners 
with  Victoria  as  a  final  destination. 
The  majority  of  the  travelers  on  the 
Japanese  liners  are  'bound  for  Seattle. 
These  would  proceed  to  the  Puget 
Sound  port  after  disembarking  at 
Vancouver.  Arrangements  would  be 
made,  it  is  believed,  to  have  mall 
lightered  to  shore  from  the  passing 
vessels  by  local  craft. 

Should  Section  28  be  enforced  and 
three  Mteamshlp  lines  named  with- 
draw from  Victoria,  this  port  would 
lose  what  was  variously  estimated 
yesterday  by  shipping  men  as  from 
one-third  to,  one-half  of  its  deep-sea 
shipping  business. 

The  Canadian  Pacific,  the  Admiral 
Oriental.  the  Canadian- Australian 
and  the  C  O  M  M.  would  be  the  enly 
deep-sea  liners  including  Victoria  as 
ports  of  call  in  regular  schedules  of 
much  Importance.  Ths  Harrison- 
Direct  liner  Dictator,  which  is  due 
here  on  Friday,  will  be  the  first  vessel 
of  that  company  to  dock  here  in 
several  months.  In  addition  to  the 
regular  foreign  services,  tramp  steam- 
ers would  still  call  here  for  lumber. 
The  activities  of  coastwise  vessels 
would  in  no  wise  slacken.  It  Is  be- 
lieved. 

Vancouver  will  be  the  mecca  of 
Pacific  lines  foreign  to  the  United 
States  should  Section  28  come  into 
effect.  Shipping  men  there  predict 
thnt  the  business  of  the  Mainland 
port  will  be  Increased  four-fold. 

Among  the.  steamship  lines  forelgji 
to  the  United  States  which  will  be 
nffected  by  Section  28  and  which,  it 
Is  said,  would  probably  make  Van- 
couver their  headquarters  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  are  the  Nippon  Yusen 
Kaisha.  the  Osaka  Shosen  Kaisha, 
the  Blue  Funnel  Line,  the  Toyo 
Klsen  Kaisha,  the  Yamashlta  Kisen 
Kaisha.  Mitsui  &  Co.,  an. I  Susukl  «V 
Co.  The  four  last  named  comitanles 
make  Han  Francisco  their  principal 
shipping  point.  The  Union  Steanmhlp 
Company  of  New  Z*»aland,  operating 
to  and  .from  San  Francisco,  will  also 
be  affected  by  Section  28.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  vessels  of  the  foregoing 
fleets  there  are  Innumerable  tramp 
freighters  from  the  various  maritime 
countries  of  the  world  which  would 
choose  Vancouver  In  preference  to 
American  por  ts  under  the  conditions 
of  Section  28.

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Chief  .Inst  Ice    Hunter  Quashes  Con- 
viction   as    Police  Magistrate 
I  weeded  III*  Powers 

Krnm  n  Judgment  handed  down 
yesterday  in  the  Supreme  Court  by 
Chief  Justice  Hunter  It  is  evident 
thnt  the  police  magistrates  In  the 
Province  might  do  worse  than  employ 
some  little  time  in  acquainting  them- 
selves as  to  how  far  their  Jurisdiction 
extends.  The  Judgment  of  the  Chief 
Justice  has  to  do  with  the  conviction 
of  Low  Quong.  who  was  convicted  In 
Vancouver  by  Deputy  Police  Magi- 
strate J.  A.  Klndley  nnd  sentenced  to 
six  months  In  Jail  with  hard  labor  on 
the  charge  of  hnvlng  cocaine  unlaw- 
fully In  his  possession. 

An  application  was  made  before  the 
Chief  Justice  under  habens  corpus 
proceeding.  Ills  Lordship  found 
that  the  eenvictlon  and  the  commit- 
ment are  illegal  und  discharged  the 
prisoner. 

In  his  Judgment  he  points  out  that 
both  the  conviction  and  the  commit- 
ment bear  the  same  date  nnd  Impose 
the  penalty  of  hard  labor.  Jle  fur- 
ther points  out  that  the  act  glvea  no 
power  to  impose  hard  labor  and 
therefore  they  nre  held  to  he  Illegal. 

In  the  Judgment  His  Lordship  deals 
with  the  request  made  on  behnlf  of 
the  crown  that  he  should  resort  to  the 
powers  contained  In  Section  1124  of 
the  Code  and  order  the  hnrd  labor 
portion  of  the  penally  struck  out  He 
makes  the  following  comment  upen 
this: 

"Assuming  that  I  nni  satisfied  In 
the  words  of  th«  section  'that  an  of- 
fence of  the  nature  described  In  the 
conviction  has  been  committed.'  and 
I  am  not  suggesting  any  doubt  na  to 
the  correctness  of  the  magistrate's 
conclusion,  the  section  gnc«  on  to  say 
that  I  'have  the  like  power  In  »U  re- 
upects  to  deal  with  the  case  as  seems 
Just,  etc  '  While  it  may  be  Just  to
